Male  applicants  for  police  service  in  cities  other  than  Boston  shall 
be  not  less  than  twenty-one  nor  over  thirty-five  years  of  age  at  the  time  of 
filing  the  application,  and  must  be  not  less  than  five  feet  seven  inches  in 
height  and  weigh  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  pounds. 
In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  7  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws, 
said  amendment  to  the  civil  service  rules  took  effect  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  August, 
A.D..  1937.
